A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
fortli in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 
03/03/07 has been entered.

Neither the references cited nor the cited references teach, suggest or obvious in 
combination of the non-volatile memory card having molding compound encapsulating 
the printed circuit board and plurality of non-volatile storage elements, the molding 
compound generally defining the top and bottom surfaces, the top and bottom edges 
and the pair of side edges; test pins, exposed through a surface of the molding 
compound, for testing operation of the non-volatile storage elements; and a conformal 
coating removably covering the test pins.
